Recent reports authoritative sources indicate that, we ale 
certain to lace an increasing shortage of foodstuffs in the entire 
country. The wheat crop this year is 30,000,000 bushels short of 
Hie 1920 crop and 74,000,000 bushels short of the average for the 
five-year period beginning 1 915. The oat crop is neaiiy loo, JO J,- 
OOO bushels less than last year. There is an enormous shortage 
in irish potatoes, peaches, apples and various kinds of vegetables. 
In the lace of such shortage in this country, large cargoes of 
Wheat and other grains are being exported to foreign countries, 
especially to W estern Europe and Russia, where the food short­ 
age Is extremely acute on account of political disturbances and 
a severe drought. Throughout the north there is a movement to 
prepare for a large acreage of wheat and an increased production 
of other food ami feedstuffs. The south especially needs to learn 
the supreme importance of a larger acreage of grains and too 
Stuffs an increase of livestock, and a decrease of cotton acreage 
during normal seasons. 
This coming season may, however, be 
one of the exceptions, as there is a possibility of a cotton famine, 
in which event it would of course be wise for the farm er to take 
advantage of the unusual circum stances offered to m arket a good 
amount of cotton advantageously. 
The short cotton crop this 
season is of more benefit to the farm er than a larger crop would 
have been 
The farm er himself is in part responsible for this, 
while climatic conditions and other factors are responsible for 
the rest.

ANOTHER U. S. MAIL 
ROBBERY IN OKLAHOMA 


( Hy Associated Ureas) 
Logan, VV. Va., Sept. 29.—The southern section of West Vir­ 
ginia, scene of the present conflict between miners, lesideuts 
and public authorities, has been noted tor its bloody conflicts, 
feuds and lawlessness for a century. 
The picturesque mountain 
section comprising the counties of Wyoming, Logan, Mingo, .Mc­ 
Dowell and Boone has randy been without some sort of warfare 
or smouldering quarrel, likely at any moment to burst Into tho 
flame of rifle tire. 
Hemmed in by rugged mountains, the early 
settlers were cult off from the outside world and succeeding 
generations have so remained to a more or less extent. 
Itoads 
are few, travel is slow aud tedious and the advance of dviliza 
tit.a has skirted this mountainous region until today it bus gained 
tin reputation of being one of the most primitive sections east 
of the Mississippi river. 
From the early period when the hardy mountaineers fought 
the indians until today, the inhabitants have had a tendency to 
take the law into their ow ii hands and to mete out justice accord­ 
ing to their own ideas. 
This, no doubt, has been due in part to 
the tact that law and order have had a hard struggle to gain a 
toot hold in a section sparsely settled, almost impassable during 
tho winter months and often almost entirely cut off. 
Except 
for the small towns, tin inhabitants for the most part are moun­ 
table* is. 
Many bvt' iii log cabins, and combine fanning on a 
small scale with fishing and trapping. 
Schools and churches are 
few and far apart. 
Many children do not attend school, others 
have the advantage of a six months’ term. 
Probably one of the 
first affairs of the section to gain the attention of the outside 
world was the Hat field-McCoy feud which continued intermit­ 
tently for the greater part of half a century. 
Pew of the many 
feud killings resulted in prosecutions and fewer still iii convic­ 
tions. 
In many cases it was found almost impossible to obtain 
juries as \ radically every Inhabitant knew the feudists or was 
related. 
* 
i 
The section, like some other mountainous regions, also be­ 
came known years ago as a stronghold for moonshiners. 
Rev­ 
enue agents mid state1 prohibition officers had almost innumer­ 
able clashes with mountaineers when they penetrated the region 
in search of ‘ mountain dew.” 
Often they w ere, successful in 
seising stills and illicit liquor, seldom however did they bring 
back prisoners for the mountaineers, according to the revenue 
agents, had an intelligence system of their own and their coming 
was usually heraldflong before their arrival. 
The .Mingo coal 
fields however have proven the latest and most bloody ground of 
conflict. This trouble started with el forts of the miners’ union to 
unionize the Mingo fields, almost the only coal section in the 
state not organized. 
Tho operators resisted and at first the miners themselves 
showed slight enthusiasm. 
There were frequent clashes be­ 
tween union and non union miners. 
Many of the mines were 
dosed down, union miners began to picket the mines and the 
operators retaliated by evicting union miners from company | 
houses. 
It was such an affair that resulted in the noted Mate-j 
wan “trigger” fight iii which a number of citizens of Matewan, I 
including the mayor and several private detectives employed by 
the mine operators, were killed. 
Nearly a score of Mingo men including yid Hatfield, were 
indicted in connection with the death of one1 of the detectives. I 
Weeks were spent recently in obtaining a jury and other weeks 
in trying the ease.
